Following is an excerpt from the 
splendid speech made before the 
Upland Business Woman's Club on 
Wednesday by W. W. Mather of the 
Chaffey Union faculty, Every woman 
present endorsed Mr. Mather’s fore- 
ible remarks on enforcement of the 
law. Respect for authority and law 
in the abstract, cannot be too strong- 
ly planted in the minds of the grow- 
ing generation. Respect for the 
rights and properties’ of other peo- 
ple and a demand for the small 
courtesies of life will do a great deal 
toward solving the present conditions | 


in which lawlessness appears to be 
Mr. 








playing such a_ strong part. 
Mather’s talk begins as follows 

“J hope I am not overwary, but if 
I am not, there is even now some 
thing of ill omen among us. I mear 
the increasing Uisregurd for law 
which pervades’ the country—the 


growing disposition to substitute the 
wild and furious passions in lieu of 
the sober judgment of the courts, 
and the worse than ‘savage mobs for 
the executive ministers of justice. 
This disposition is awfully fearful in 
any community and that it now exists 
in ours, though grating to our feel- 
ings to admit, it would be a viola- 
tion of truth ‘and an insult cw ‘our 
intelligence to deny.” That sounds 
quite modern und up-to-date, does it 
not? That is ‘a quotation from Abra- 
ham Lincom. 

George Washington wrote of the 
Jawlessness ‘and disorders that ‘ol- 
lowed the Revolutionary War, that 
they “exhibit “a melancholy’ reproof 
*  * that mankind, when left ‘to 
themselves, ure unfit for their own 
government.” 

Thomas R. Bayard, our ambassador 
to Great Britain, was censured by 
Congress for a speech on the ‘otner 
‘side of the water in which he spoke 
of us as “an unruly people.” tm 1905 
William H. Taft, then secretary df 
war, in un address to the graduating 
class of the Yale College of Law, 
said that the laxity in the enforce- 
ment of law in the United States 
was a disgrace to this country. Five 
years later Secretary Hugnes, tnen 
governor of ‘New York, spoke ‘to the 
Harvard chapter of Phi Beta Kappa 
on “The Spirit of Lawlessness.” 

From ‘these quotations ana state- 
ments by leading men in our political 
life since the beginning of our gov- 
ernment it is clear that LAWLESS- 
NESS IN THE UNITED STATES Is 
A WIDESPREAD HABIT OF LONG 
STANDING. Take on further ex- 
ample. Of the more than 3200 lynch- 
ings in the United States m the 
past thirty years, more* than one- 
fifth have ‘been white men, and a 
considerable minority have been ‘in 
the North.”

The death 
of Mayor Brown of Riverside on 
Tuesday night was owing to the 
driver not observing the lights on 
the stationary truck by the side of 
the road, and the accident yesterday 
morning on Second avenue and the 
P. E. crossing would have been 
avoided had the motorcyclist remem- 
bered that he was near a street car 
line, and that one was liable to come 
at any time. 

Ordinarily speaking, laws follow as 
the natural result of certain exper- 
iences; they are necessary to prevent 
the same thing from hapyening again 
and every individual should respect 
and obey the laws of his city, state 
and country out of sheer desire to 
do the square thing. The fact of a 
law being in existence should be 
sufficient reason that it should be 
Obeyed. If the law is unjust and 
harmful, let the people see that it 
is so rigidly enforced that a natural 
reaction will follow and legal steps 
be taken to.repeal an act that is not 
beneficial,

SAVE THE RACE FROM POISON! 


Work That Nature Has Ordained fo 
the Leaves Is Indispensable 
to Humanity. 


That we owe a big debt of gratitude 
to the old elm tree, and to the cinna- 
taon rosebush, and even to the big 
Ppigweed that jeers at us from the 
corn rows, is driven. home to us by 
Solita Solano in an article on the 
microscope in the American boy. 

Every one learns, says the writer, 
that animals live through breathing in 
from the air pure oxygen and breath- 
ing out poisonous carbon dioxide. But 
how many ever stop to think where 
the poison goes after it is breathed 
out and where our fresh supply of | 
oxygen comes from? 

Leaves are four-fifths water and al- 
most all the rest carbon. They get 
the carbon from the air, breathing it 
in through multitudes of tiny mouths. 
In one square inch of a lilac leaf there 
are 160,000 mouths. These orifices 
take into the leaves of the world the 
1,000,000 carloads of carbon dioxide 
that are passed daily into the atmos- 
phere. The leaves break up the car- 
bon dioxide into its original elements, 
carbon and oxygen. They retain the 
carbon and give us back pure oxygen 
in return. Thus they maintain a nat- 
ural equilibrium; we owe our very ex- 
istence to the trees and plants. 

Without the microscope we should 
never have known about the mouths 
of: the leaves and what an all-impor- 
tant part they play in our lives.
